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CURRENT TRENDS 
Week Ending 25 May 1946 


The admission rate for All Causes was 631 this week, a decrease of 3.2 per cent as compared to the 
corresponding rate for the preceeding week. For the same period in 1945 the admission rate for all causes 
was 645, The curve representing admission rates for all causes has been sharply declining since 1l Mey 
1946, This week the Potomsc & Severn River Command had the lowest rate, 307, a decrease of 35 per cent 
over lest week, Conversely to the trend toward » more favorable morbidity picture, there were increases of 
4 to 14 per cent registered for the 4th, 3rd and 11th Districts, The highest rete is reported for the 9th 
District where the current rate is 344, 1 per cent less than last week. 


The rete for Hespiratory Diseases is 124.1 a decrease of 13.4 per cent @s compared to the previous 
week's rete. A yerr ago the rate was 182. The curve for respiratory diseases has with the exception of 
small fluctuations, been precipitously declining in 1946 anc to date is well below the curve for 195, 

In the 13th District an increase of 2? per cent was reported this week; however, even with the upswing 
the rate still remains fourth lowest among those renorted for naval districts. The chief improvement was 
reported for the 8th District which decreased 37 per cent over. lsst week's rate. The Potomac & Severn 
River Commend has the lowest rete this week with 41,2, 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACTS, The rete for these diseases, which had leveled out the past 
few weeks, ig now showing a more pronounced decrease, This week the rate was 56.1 a decrease of 9.1 per 
cent #8 comnared to 61.7 for last week. Last year the rate for this period was 114.2 or more than double 
the current experience. The 5th and 6th Districts were highest with rates of 87.5 and 83.5, resvectively. 
However, the 5th District showed a 18 per cent decrease over the preceeding week whereas the rate for the 
bth District incrersed 45 per cent. The 11th District aleo showed an increase of 15 per cent. The greatest 
improvement wes rated for the 8th District which decreased 40 per cent. 


PNEVMONIA, BRONCHO AND LOBAR. The rate for these diseases was 1,5 this week, a 114.3 per cent 
increase as compared to the rate of 0.7 for last week, end 3 for a year ago. Four naval districts had 
no incidence. The increases of 314 per cent for the %th District anda 4-0 per cent for the llth District, 
and the total increase for all districts are not significant due to the small number of cases involved. 


. PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL. ‘With cases distributed over only seven districts the total rate for this 
disense 2.1 represented a 34.4 per cent decrease over that of last week, At this time last year the rete 
was 3. The highest rete is reported for the llth District, 8.1; however the trend is favorable, decreasing 
26 per cent this past week, 


ISILITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE, 


E TONSILITIS AND PHAROS, A 17.1 per cent decrease in these diseases during the past week 
brings tne rate down to 64.4 slightly higher than the rete of 62 for lest year. The 9th Naval District 


ig highest with a rate of 190.8 which represented « 15 per cent increase over the previous week. The 
River Commands report the lowest rate of 14,1; however, that represents a 19 per cent increase over last 
week, A 64 per cent-increase for the 13th District this week is the most unfavorable trend noted, 


' SCARLET FEVER, A slight improvement is noted in the rete for this disease with a drop from 7.4 to 6.1 
for tne week. The rete a yeer ago wes 10, Seven naval districts reported no incidence of the disease, all 
cases being concentrated in the 5th, 8th, 9th, 11th and leth Districts, 


MEASLES, During the past week the rate for this diseese jumped from 8.2 to 9.7 an increase of 15.3 
ner cent. fo~ the corresponding period last year the rate was 2, Six districts reported no cases, and 
the rete for 9th District decreased 79 per cent since last week. Increases of 61, 14 and 66 per want were 
renorted for the 5th, 7th and llth Districts. The llth District is SRR thin vate of NEG. acd emetaadod 
tained this high level for the past few weeks.
